\n  the  lulow  iiijf  pjiycs  it  is  purposed  to  sliow 
that  the  ('lii-istiiiii  Hildc  is  coiistnn'tcd  on  a 
mai'vclous  miiiMric  (lcsi«,Mi  iMiiiiiiii«r  tlii'ou»jrli  its 
every  coiieeivjil'le  detail:  that  this  desiirii  eoidd 
not  have  ocijiiiiated  with  man.  noi-  have  heen 
ean-ie<l  out  hy  man;  thai  .e  niimerie  system 
on  which  it  is  luiilt  is  siiiuhir  to  the  mathemat- 
ical schemes  observed  in  Nature  in  tile  heavens 
ahove.  or  tile  eartii  ai-ound  man.  And  that  this 
inimei'ie  desi<rn  insures  its  text  ayain  ,  ei'i'oi-s 
and  intei'pohitions  in  much  the  same  way  in 
which  the  desijjns  on  the  hank  note  are  «;uai'ded 
against  counterreits.  And  as  the  cash  rejijister 
automatieall\-  counts  the  nickels  and  the  dimes. 
so  this  numeiic  system  automatically  checks  its 
(  wn   accounts.

At'ttT  his  <-(>nvt'i"si()ii.  stM'kiii<r  lo  cxlfiid  his 
knowhMltrc  of  (Jod  in  Christ.  Ihci-c  Wiis  i-cvcaifd 
to  Ivan  i'anin  a  lat-t  conccalt'd  I'l'otn  the  chun-h 
tiirouj/hout  the  ajrcs.  hut  which  now  demands 
r('('0«rnition  as  the  most  imnortant  h,v  the  Chnn-li 
rnivci'sal  in  all  its  hranchcs.  whose  creeds  ai'e 
founded  on  the  iJihIe.  Indeed  those  who  have 
heen  distressed  hy  many  treachei-ons  attacks 
fi'om  so  called  "scholars"  upon  the  .  'ithoi'ity 
of  the  saci'.'d  Scri|)tnres  mi^iit  in  view  of  this 
wonderful  discovery  join  in  sin^riuj;  praises  to 
(lod.  The  enemy  has  come  in  like  a  flood  that 
all  the  foundations  uujrlit  he  swept  away,  hut 
the  Loi'd  has  placed  a  staiulard  in  the  hands  of 
our  hrothei-  Ivan  I'anin.  and  i-ound  it  all  Chris- 
tian soldiei-s  should   I'ally.

St'i-ipfnral  Iriitli.  .Mr.  i'anin  found  to  his  {siiia/.e- 
ineiit  that  the  more  he  dujr.  the  more  certain 
it  l»eca!ite  that  the  precious  soil  he  was  upturning; 
to  the  lijrlit  was  extensively  tilled  with  the  j-oots 
of  what  he  lias  since  called  liihh  Xinntrics. 
In  other  words,  he  found  that  aside  fi'om  \*k 
revealed  facts  and  teaehin<rs  the  Mihie  as  a 
literai'.v  edifice  has  a  mathematical  foundation 
and  superstructure,  which  underlies  and  per- 
vades evei'v  one  of  its  sixty-six  hooks,  and  every 
chapter,  often  even  the  siufflo  verses  in  the 
Ilel»re\.'.  of  each  hook.

Tlicn'  is  no  stroiijrcr  ai-jruiiicnt  for  the  cxist- 
riicc  of  (Jod  tlijin  the  myi'iii<ls  of  plifnonifiia 
wliicli  show  ilisiifii,  ami  thi-rfforc  i-t-luikc  those 
who  woiihl  faiii  ptTsuach'  us  tluit  tlic  woiuh-rs  «»f 
Creation  iire  pi'odu -ed  l»y  Mind  ehance.  Now 
equally  wondei'ful  is  the  exhihitioii  of  the  iiiath- 
eniatieal  suh-hasis  of  the  liihle.  This  presents 
an  unanswerahle  arjiuinent  foi"  the  eeaseless 
presence  of  the  Spii'it  with  Sei-iptural  writers  in 
every  woi'd  traced  hy  their  pens,  and  in  the 
inti'oduction  of  liihle  numei-ics  on  evei-y  pa«;e 
and  in  every  pai'ajrraph  of  the  IJook  of  jiooks. 

With  one  notaltje  ami  three  or  foui"  minor  ex- 
ceptions, the  ins|)ii-e(i  wi'iters  of  the  iJilile  were 
controlled  hy  (iod's  power  and  wisdom  to  tlie 
inti'oduction  of  these  mathematical  forms  and 
fifjures.  irithoiit  lln  hiisl  < DusciaiisiK  ss.  that 
they  wei-e  (huni;  what  they  did.

"fintrei-  of  (Jod" — not  hy  accident  hut  hy  the 
Spirit's  desi«;n. 

Kxtensive    nnnes   of   »old,    silver,    ii-on,    coal, 


arc  known  to  exist  in  the  IjowcIs  o;  llic  cai'tli 
l)y  their  (iii/rrnpin'iufs,  seen  on  the  sin'laee  by 
the  miners.  These  assiii'e  the  skiUed  exejivat- 
ors  of  the  soil  that  the  same  Almiyiity  hand 
whieh  placed  these  on  the  sui-facc  has  phiccd 
vast  (h'posits  of  the  same  in  the  now  (hii'k  intci'ior 
to  he  brought  to  view  hy  the  ca^rer  pick  aJld 
shovel  of  him  wlio  dijrs.  I'reciseiy  so  is  it  ti'ue 
that  tliere  is  plainly  exposed  to  view  on  tlie 
siirfdci  of  the  l>il»Ie  an  DiilcrDppiHi/  of  the 
Juimci-ics  wliicli  arc  now  found  to  I)e  chai-acter- 
istic  of  the  intei-ior  of  the  l>il)le.  but  concealed 
until  exposed  hy  those  who  •'search  the  Scrip- 
tui-es."  I'salm  cxix  is  exactly  such  an  "'out- 
ci'oppinjjT. '* 

This  Psalm  is  almost  the  only  poi'tion  of  the 
l>il»le  which  as  a  litei'ar\'  composition  is  ri«jidly 
constructed  thcou-rhoul  upon  a  numeric  plan  as 
seen  upon  the  siirfdci.  The  IIel»i-ew  alphabet 
consists  of  twenty-two  letters,  which  ;ire  nil 
made  us(  of  by  the  writei'  of  this  Psalm.  I'jider 
each  lelier  he  has  exactly  ci<rht  verses,  each  of 
which  begins  witii  that  particular  letter:  the 
entire  Psalm  thus  coiitains  1  Tfi  verses,  or  22 
eijrhts.  or  Ki  elevens.  Kach  of  the  ITfi  verses 
contains  a  word  which  is  eitliei-  "law."  ov  its 
synonym,    statute,    precept,    commandment,    etc. 

Mr.  Panin  cjdis  cyt^vy  numeric  phenomenon  a 
"feature."  Thus  in  dijr<iin<r  In  I,, if  the  surface 
of  l*s;dm  xc  he  discovers  the  first  fcatui-i'  to  be: 
"The  numlicr  of  woi-ds  in  this  Psalm  (without 
the  title)  is  (i:{.  or  !)  sevens."  Then  Mr.  I'anin 
uui-ovcrs    ihirleen    moi-e    "features'"    of    sevens 


(liijr  out  of  I'salin  ex.     ITo  ends  whnt  lie  lias  to 
say  upon  this  I'salm  with  the  \voi-<ls: 

"These  14  features  of  sevens  .xhaust  in  no 
wise  the  nuinerie  plienoiiieua  of  this  rsalin. 
lint  the  -lianee  for  even  these  14  ''  •iliires  of 
sevens  hein*;  accidental  is  only  one  in  the  14th 
power  of  seven,  or  one  in  r)7S.22:?.072.S4!».  These 
nuinei'ic  ])henoiiiena  ai'e.  therefort". — desijrned. 
The  time  required  for  constructinj;  a  short  INaliii 
llnis  is  years.  As  not  a  paragraph  in  the  whitlc 
liihle.   hut  is  constructed   similarly,   its  autiior- 

ship    hy    ONE    mind,    and    a    sri'KHNATrWM.     MINI) 

AT  THAT,  alone  accounts  foi-  the  ju-esence  of  tliesc 
phenomena  in  the  Bihle." 

Tint  Psalm  exix  ditVers  from  Psalm  c\  and 
from  nearly  all  other  portions  of  the  liil)ie  in 
this  fact  that  its  author  oinsiioiish/  and  opmly 
hi'injrs  to  the  siirfaci  the  numeric  features  in 
kind  substantially  the  same  as  all  those  (»thers 
Mr.  Panin  has  brought  to  light  from  the  iiiftrinr 
of  (Jod's  book. 

The  entire  cxix  Psalm  therefoi-e  is  an  iml'Voj)- 
ping  revelation  upon  the  Bible  surfa<'e  of  the 
enormous  wealth  of  Sci-iptural  Xumerics  which 
for  ages  has  bcc:i  conc<>aled  from  the  Church, 
but  is  now  revealed  through  our  brother  Panin. 
For  all  of  which  (iod  is  to  be  praised;  for  it  is 
indeed  a  blessing  above  most  blessings  needed 
by  the  Church  Catholic  that  in  this  fact  of 
Bible  ruimei-ics  we  have  not  only  an  unanswei-- 
able  argument  foi'  the  plenary  inspiration  of  the 
whole  Bible,  but  as  .Mr.  Panin  shows,  the  vexed 
and    vexing   (piestions   as   to    iiiiile    chi-onology.

And  ovon 
to  pi-ofess  to  try  to  prove  it  is  suflicient  cause  in 
the  estinuite  of  "scliolars"  for  refusini;  even  a 
hejirinir  foi-  it.  it  iinist  he  i'cmeiid)ered.  however, 
liuif  the  hiifiidl  conclusion  of  no-vei-hal  ins|)ira- 
tion  is  anti-Chi-istian  i-ationaiism.  The  l.ord 
•lesus.  the  Apostles,  the  early  <'liui'ch.  and  the 
tru<'  ('liurcii  of  all  ajres,  have  firndy  held  that 
all  and  "every  Sci-i|)tui-e  is  inspired  of  (Jod." 
That  some  even  devout  scholars  could  see  their 
way  to  strenuously  oj)pose  vei-hjd  inspiration 
only  shows  that  their  loirical  power  was  inferior 
to  their  jiiety  and  learninjif.  Aiul  in  these  days
